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killing seven persons and injuring 
one. 
Several of the 
dead 
were 
members of the same family. 
A pleasure boat, which had no 
lights, cut across the path of two other 
boats in 45-foot-deep water on the San 
Jacinto River at Houston Sunday 
night. The three boats collided, 
leaving six persons dead and two 
injured. 
The DPS had predicted as many as 
44 persons might be killed in traffic 
accidents in Texas during the three- 
day Labor Day weekend. Last year 50 
persons died. 
But the UPI count Monday night 
showed 27 persons had died since the 
holiday weekend began at 6 p m 
Friday. The death count ended at 
midnight Monday. 
“We have found over the last year 
that the number of traffic fatalities 
during 
a 
holiday 
season 
are 
decreasing and this seems the case 
once again,” said Jim Robinson of the 
Texas Department of Public Safety 
“In the meantime, traffic deaths 
overall are running 5 to 6 percent 
above last year. So if people would 
drive as carefully all the time as they 
apparently do on holidays, deaths 
would decrease.” 
Motorcycle accidents, four in­ 
volving riders not wearing helmets, 
accounted for seven traffic fatalities. 
The latest traffic death occurred 
Monday afternoon when Michael J. 
Allen, 19, died in a motorcycle ac- 


fourth motorcyclist not wearing a 
helmet to die during the weekend. 
Earlier Monday, Alton B. Parker, 
Jr., 46, of Aspermont.

GM Switch Draws 
Consumer Criticism 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A sam ­ 
pling of some of the 128,000 consumers 
caught in General Motors’ “engine 
switch” earlier this year shows they 
are overwhelmingly disatisfied with 
GM’s attempt to correct the situation, 
a public interest group says. 
The Center for Auto Safety says 
drivers who discovered they had 
Chevrolet engines in their 1977 Old- 
smobiles, Buicks and Pontiacs are 
still mad about the “outrageous 
deception involved and the frustrating 
unfairness of the alternatives offered 
by GM.” 
The company has contended all 
along that the difference in engines 
was not as drastic as some critics 
claimed. It said the problem rose 
because Americans began buying big 
cars again and production planners 
were caught without enough matching 
engines. 
GM made an offer in May to the 
affected car buyers, under which the 
buyer could have either a longer 
warranty on the existing engine, or 
could trade in the car for another 1977 
model, minus 8 cents for each mile the 
owner had put on the car with the 
“switched” engine. 
Of 173 affected consumers who 
responded to the center’s survey, 157 
thought GM’s settlement offer was 


inadequate In addition 140 of those 
surveyed, or 81 per cent, thought GM 
should be fined 
The survey also showed that 57 per 
cent of those contacted had ex­ 
perienced poor fuel economy and 45 
per cent had suffered 
various 
mechanical problems. 
Center Director Clarence Ditlow 
and staff lawyer Joyce Kinnard 
detailed the survey results in a letter 
to Michael Pertschuk, chairman of 
the Federal Trade Commission which 
has announced an investigation. 
“The center urges FTC to take 
great interest in the plight of each one 
of these harrassed consumers when 
conducting its investigation into GM’s 
practices concerning the substitution 
of engines in a number of GM lines,” 
the letter said. 
“Rather than lessening the need for 
action by the FTC, the GM settlement 
offer heightens the need for prompt 
and effective FTC intervention on 
behalf of the deceived and defrauded 
GM Great Engine Switch victims,” it 
added. 
The poll found that 101 of those 
persons surveyed had accepted one of 
the options offered by GM, “were 
accepting out of fear of getting 
nothing,” and should be entitled to 
whatever amends are made later.

Free Clinic 
Replanned 
Tomorrow 


The monthly immunization clinic 
usually held on Mondays in Plano will 
be held instead this Wednesday at the 
Democratic Headquarters of Collin 
County, 926 E. 15th St. 
Offered free of charge from 2-4 p.m. 
this month, the clinic will provide 
im m unizations against diphtheria- 
tetanus-pertussis 
(DTP), 
polio, 
rubeola (red measles) and rubella 
(German measles). 
Children two months through 18 
years of age are eligible to receive the 
free vaccinations. Immunizations are 
incomplete if a child has not received 
three doses of DTP and polio vaccine. 
A parent or guardian must ac­ 
company pre-school children to the 
clinic. Immunization records will be 
examined by the public health nurse 
who will also answer questions from 
parents. 
The clinic is sponsored by the Texas 
Dept, of Health Resources in con 
nection with the City of Plano health 
dept. 


The Texas Farmworkers Union’s 
“ March for Human Rights” which 
started nearly 1,500 miles away in 
Austin, Tex., ended Monday in a 
Labor Day rally on the steps of the 
Lincoln Memorial. 
TFWU president Antonio Orendain 
said the group asked to meet with 
FYesident Carter but was told he “was 
too busy.” They declined an offer to 
meet with presidential assistant 
Midge Costanza, citing “the un­ 
productiveness of her previous 
m eetings with M exican-American 
groups.” 
About 500 members of the TFWU 
and their supporters gathered at the 
monument to hear speakers call for 
legislation giving m igrant farm 
workers the right to organize, to hold 
union elections, and to bargain 
collectively for union contracts. 
Labor songs in Spanish and English 
were mixed with the speeches. 
About 30 marchers, mostly Mexican 
migrants who work on large farms in 
the Rio Grande Valley along the U.S.- 
Mexico border, left Austin for 
Washington June 18. 
They walked 20 miles a day for 80 
days, stopping along the way for 
support rallies and staying rn chur­ 
ches and private homes.

The TFWU wants agricultural 
workers to earn at least the federal 
minimum wage.

‘Babe’ Continues Destruction 
Tornadoes Follow as Hurricane Ravages Coast

Plano Monday morning as road-weary drivers were 


Plano Police reported an overall 
safe Labor Day weekend, contributing 
to a recent trend of decreasing traffic 
fatalities during holidays. 
Travelers heading home from 
Labor Day trips clogged the nation’s 
roadways and added steadily to the 
weekend traffic death toll, but the 
three-day holiday period was much 
safer than Labor Day 1976 when 526 
persons were killed. 
It appeared the final death toll 
would be close to — and possibly short 
of the lower end of the National Safety 
Council’s projection. The council had 
estimated between 470 and 570 per­ 
sons would die in traffic accidents 
from 6 p.m. local time Friday to 
midnight Monday. 
A United Press International count 
showed at least 414 persons had died 
in traffic mishaps during the holiday 
weekend, but late reports were ex­ 
pected to push the count higher today. 
A breakdown of accidental deaths: 
Traffic 414 Drownings 38 Plane 12 
Total 464 
California reported 54 traffic 
deaths, Texas reported 27, Wisconsin 
had 26 and Ohio and New York 21 
each. No holiday weekend traffic 
deaths were reported in Alaska, 
Rhode Island, Vermont, Wyoming 
North Dakota or South Dakota. 
National Safety Council spokesman 
Hayden Lynch said it would take time 
to determine the likely reasons for the 
low death count. 
“We hope more people were slowing 
down and buckling up — keeping their 
speeds down and making greater use 
of their safety belts,” he said. 
“Perhaps people hadn’t traveled as 
much as we had anticipated, perhaps 
more stayed home because of the 
energy crisis.” 
The 
Council 
had 
estim ated 
motorists would travel 13.5 billion 
miles during the long weekend. 
The worst traffic mishap of the long 
weekend occurred in the Mississippi 
Delta region late Sunday. Two cars hit 
head on near Silver City, Miss., 


“That’s normally associated with a 
tropical storm or a hurricane moving 
ashore,” he said. "It occurs in the 
right, eastern quadrant of the storm.”

Climax Wants to Retain Blues

The Climax Blues Band is 
determined to stay true to 
the blues — in name, if 
nowhere else. 
“ For 
a 
w hile,” 
says 
guitarist Peter Haycock, “a 
lot of people were trying to 
persuade us to drop the 
‘blues band’ part of our 
name. They said we would 
turn off part of our potential 
audience with a name like 
that, alienate ourselves. But 
I'm glad we stuck with it.” 
With feelings like that, it’s 
ironic that 
Climax is no 


longer, in any traditional 
sense, a blues band. 
Over the past eight years 
or so. Climax evolved a lot. 
Beginning as part of another 
group that concentrated on 
the Motown soul sound, 
Climax quickly became a 
straightahead British blues 
compendium on the John 
Mayall model and has now 
been transformed again, into 
a kind of funk-rock outfit, 
with music more akin to that 
of the Average White Band 
than to that of Mayall’s old 
Bluesbreakers. 
And while it is impossible 


to play any music that could 
be called rock and at the 
sam e time divorce oneself 
entirely from the essential 
blues form , it’s equally 
apparent that on Climax’s 
latest album, “ Gold Plated'' 
(Sire), there is little music 
that would be deemed ac­ 
ceptable in Chicago’s South 
Side blues bars. 
“ Gold Plated” is a good 
record. It is, in fact, one of 
the nicest current blends of 
the black soul and white rock 
sounds — and 1977 seems to 
be a banner year for such 
melding of pop styles. 
A tight collection of intelli­ 


gently simple tunes often 
reminiscent of the blues- 
based Southern bands, the 
UP benefits from som e 
exceptional arrangem ents, a 
very “clean” production job 
and a 
super cover 
that 
features Haycock’s genuine, 
gold-plated, solid aluminum 
guitar. 
The blues it’s not. But it is 
the hottest-selling album 
Climax has ever had and the

First aid for feet pajamas 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I sew my children’s pajamas but 
cannot find a non-skid fabric for the bottoms of the feet. 
I tried pieces cut from flannel-backed tablecloth but this 
cracked in the dryer. I hope some of the readers have 
some suggestions. — SUSAN 
_ 
DEAR SUSAN — I am sure that we will be hearing 
ways other readers have solved this problem. In the 
meantime have you tried using terry cloth that was 
perhaps cut from worn bath towels? Of course, this 
would not be completely non-skid but it seems it should 
provide some grip particularly on carpets. Cotton cor­ 
duroy might be of some help with the ribs in the fabric 
going up and down the length of the fabric. I do not think 
anything that will withstand the washer and dryer will 
be completely non-skid. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I put polyester and light cotton clothes 
such as shorts, bras, panties and even tennis shoes on the rack 
in my oven before I go to bed. By morning they are dry from 
the pilot light heat and I am saved a cycle in the dryer. — 
CAROL.

DEAR POLLY — A friend suggested that I write and tell 
you and the readers about a cute little cosmetic case I made to 
use in my purse. When my sons cut off jeans to make shorts 
the bottom parts of the legs are left lying around with my 
scraps. I cut a piece of this denim about five and one-half to 
six inches long, made a seam across one end and installed a 
six inch zipper in the other end. I decorated mine with flowers 
and lettering done with a permanent ink pen. Embroidery with 
orange and red threads could also be effective. — JOAN. 
DEAR POLLY - When I get a scratch on furniture I put 
some mayonnaise on the scratches, wipe it off and the 
scratches get dark again. 
An old toothbrush is great to use with cleanser when clean­ 
ing corners on floors or tub or around faucets. It will get that 
deep under-the-faucet dirt. — CARMAN. 
DEAR POLLY — Darn socks on the diagonal, so when the 
sock stretches over the heel the threads in the darn mesh 
more closely together rather than pulling apart. 
When I make pies to go in the freezer, I cut initials in the top 
crusts such as “A” for apple and so on. Wrapped in plastic 
wrap or a clear bag the initials can be clearly seen at a glance. 
When washing clothes in cold water, dissolve the soap or 
detergent in a jar of hot water before adding it to the cold 
water. This ends undissolved soap sticking to the wash. 
I find thread will go through the eye of a needle easier if cut 
on a slant. This is especially helpful when using heavy thread 
or embroidery thread. (Polly’s note — This is also great to do 
when threading a needle with wool for doing needlepoint.) —
